on Forests. 


By C. E. STAHJLK. 


(COXTIXUKJJ FROM J>AST WEEK.) 
A considerable portion of the white 


pine growing in the section of the 
South Mountain in which the Reser- 
vation is located is not, I understand, 
of high commercial value, owing to the 
fact that the branches of the trees are 
too numerous and grow too close to the 
ground, sawing knotty and undesira- 
ble lumber. A pine of better character 
is therefore to be grown in the nursery 
and subsequently transplanted in var- 
ious parts of the reservation, with the 
expectation that iu the course of time 
a forest of great value will be at the 
disposal of the State. Should it de- 
velop that the soil will produce a tree 
of the best quality, white pines and 
other varieties, the forest lands of 
Pennsylvania will be a source of vast 
wealth, to be utilized to repay the 
present large outlay. 


It has been said that the forestry 


inovement is a business proposition, 
looking not only to the preservation of 
forest land, but also to forest improve- 
ment and ultimately to the great bene- 
fits which the people will derive from 
it. The plan is not that the forests 
shall grow up aud then decay, but 
rather that the tree shall serve the end 
for which it is created. The cutting of 
timber is to be done only under a judi- 
cious management and for the better- 
ment of the trees left standing. The 
timber is not ouly to be protected froro 
the immense destruction which fire 
often causes, but as well from the 
waste incidental to indiscriminate 
chop-ping, lu & word, the forests are 
to be managed. 


I am informed that quite a large 


amount of lire-wood has been cut dur- 
ing the past season, which has been 
sold among the people of the vicinity 
at very reasonable figures ; also that a 
great many fence posts and rails and 
telephone poles have been gotten out. 
Anything in the line of the product of 
the woods is readily obtainable. 


The people wiil. therefore, have the 


use of the forests iu the future as in 
the past, but State ownership will pre- 
vent tiie wa^tc and destruction which 
has ueeu cocnitoii for many year?-.

Continually coming to and going from 
the Shidzuoka Ked Cross Hospital. 
We have visited some of them, in a 
friendly way-not for the purpose o 
evangelistic work but to show our 
sympathy. On our first visit we took 
some tracts and other reading matter, 
which the men were allowed to re- 
ceive. The men all look foreward to 
going back to the war as soon as their 
wounds are healed, lumbers have 
already gone back. During oue of our 
visits we had a talk with the head 
doctor, whose little boy is one of our 
kindergarden pupils, he expects to be 
ordered to the front any day. He says 
that the doctors are in. ajinost as great 
danger as the soldiers. 
Out of six 


doctors, sent recently, two were shot 
while removing the wounded. 


An. appeal lor blankets came a few 


weeks ago. and our school sent live. 
Our girls ha\e a self-denying fund, 
and manage to raise quite an amount 
of money each month, and so have al- 
ways some on hand for any appeal 
that may come. E\ ery one is now 
busy in some way or another in. work-, 
ing for the soldiers at fhe front. The 
girls have filled a number of comfort 
bags, and Miss Howie has set the 
women at work at the same thing. 
The women of one town in which she 
works have sent her 102. 
Altogether 


she has already over :200 bags. 


The father of one of our pupils is at 


the war. He writes very interesting 
letter.-. I have had two from him. and 
Ms 
daughter 
hears 
about 
once 


a wefk. He Lelougs to the second re- 
serve^ and was through the war with 
China, a lew years ago. He passed 
uuwounded through the great fights 
at Liaoyaug and .Shaho. and is now, 
we do not know where, for the men 
are never allowed to tell where they 
are. The letters are all looked over 
before being posted. My letter was 
written on some paper which had been 
taken from the Russians. When the 
letter was written the men were liv- 
ing in holes which they had dug in 
the ground. These holes or pits were 
1-5 feet loug, -5 feet high and 6 ft wide. 
1:2 men occupy oue of these holes, and 
he says at nights when they lie down 
no one can move they are so tightly 
wedged together. He says no oue ever 
grumbles, they are glad- of even this 
shelter. Our girls take two papers, 
oae Tokyo daily and one Shidzuoka 
daily, and every evening they mail 
these papers to M r. Oguri. It is said 
that nothing gives the pleasure the 
daily papers do. Mr. Oguri says there

Here, among the mass of the popu- 


lation, things are being done just as 
they hare been done for centuries past, 
and" doubtless, will be done for centu- 
ries to come. There are no changing 
fashions or fads among the Hindus. 
As in all tropical countries, the peo- 
ple are slow to grasp new ideas, and 
baste in anything is unknown. I hare 
seen a man walk leisurely through a 
pouring rain, wheu a little increase 
in speed would hare brought him to 
shelter. He was already wet. so why 
should he hurry ? A native is nerer 
ready to begin a piece of work now— 
it is always "tomorrow." And his to- 
morrows" stretch on indefinitely. He 
never worries. "If trouble comes it 
will come"—it is fate. He takes abso- 
lutely no forethought whaterer. jSTa- 
turaily, our American affliction, nerv- 
ous prostration, is unheard of. There 
is no word for "nervousness" in the 
Telugu language. 


Most of India is under British rule, 


so we are not living in an uncivilized 
state. We have railroads and tele- 
graphs, municipal and district gov- 
ernment and police protection. In 
Guntur. a town of 35,000 inhabitants, 
there are, besides the missionaries, 
about half a dozen European families. 
The latter are gorernment officials or 
cotton merchants. Outside of this lit- 
tle circle practically all are Hindus or 
Mohammedans and they and all their 
surroundings are decidedly "foreign." 


The best houses are built of coarse 


brick, plastered orer and whitewashed. 
More often the walls are of mud with 
a coreriug of whitewash. The poor 
people, and they are most of the popu- 
lation, hare simply mud huts, while 
the lowest of the low protect them- 
selves with wigwams made of palmyra 


the rest of the hair is permitted to 
grow long. They "bob" it up under 
their turbans, aud. as they do not use 
hair pins it is constantly loosening and 
coming down. 
The women fasten 


their hair firmly in a graceful knot be- 
hind the right ear. never directly at 
the back of the head. 


The little value these people set on 


time is shown in their custom of hav- 
ing processions on so many occasions 
for lunerals and weddings, for worship 
of a god or a demon, for supplications 
or thanksgiving. The toui-touiiug at- 
tracts a crowd, and they Jparade 
through tbe streets for hours. Before 
the rains of this season came there was 
fear of a drought, and the drumming 
and shouting at that time was inces- 
sant. The processions were headed by 
men dancing and yelling, or 'by the 
god car drawn along with ropes. Such 
worship Is supposed to propitiate the 
god of prosperity, who sends rain. A 
few days ago a crowd passed us, hav- 
ing in their midst an earthen pot con- 
taining a devil which had just been 
driven out of a man. They were going 
to bury the pot outside fthe village 
where it could not defile any one. In 
what substantial form that devil was 
captured I do not know, but it is a 
common custom for a man to drive a 
demon out of himself by scourging his 
body and cutting his flesh with knives. 


Of the animals peculiar to tills 


country, the two that have interested 
me most are the bnrtalo and the sacred 
bull: and of insects, the scorpion 
Snakes abound—but who has not read 
of and known about the snakes of In- 
dia? The buffalo I did not recognize 
at all. It Is not like our American 
bison, but a creature that resembles 
both a cow and a hog. The Hiiidit

Ill the uncurtain volcanic atmosphere 


tvliich envelops nations iMjysiiM'd in war

is thought to prophesy an issue. The 
air of a troubled state soon becomes 
thick with sij^ns and prognostics; ev- 
erybody becomes an aujrur. a sooth- 
sayer, an interpreter of dreams; every 
event is hailed as a bright or a black 
omen. 


However, some great warriors have 


been gifted with the ready wit which 
has enabled them to pass oil what 
might reasonably be supposed to be an 
unlucky portent as an auspicious sign. 
For example. Leotychides II. of^Sparta 
was told by his augurs that his pro- 
jected expedition would fal! because a 
viper had trot entangled in the handle 
of the city key. "Not so," he replied. 
"The key caught the viper." Then ev- 
ery schoolboy knows the story how 
William the Conqueror 
fell 
to 
the 


ground on landing at Pevensey and 
how this was turned to a lucky omen 
either by William himself or by a sailor 
crying out that he took "seisin" of the 
kinirdom with both hands. Freernantle 
thinks that it is probably an adaptation 
of the story of Caesar's landing in Afri- 
ca, when, having stumbled, he, with 
admirable presence of mind, exclaim- 
ed. "Thus I take possession of thee, 
0 Africa!" When William was arming 
for the battle of Hastings his squire 
by accident handed him the back piece 
before the breastplate, an evil omen 
signifying flight, but the dube again, 
turned th« mishap to cheerful account, 
"Yes. the last shall be first" he said— 
that is. the duke shall be king. 


Others, however, there have been 


who have met the evil omen halfway, 
so to speak, by throwing up the sponge 
as soon as it occurred. On the morn 
of the sanguinary battle of Shrews- 
bury. Hotspur called for his favorite 
sword, and. on being told that it had 
been left behind at the village where 
he had spent the previous night he 
turned pale and said. "Then has my 
plow reached its last furrow." 
Before 


many hours had elapsed the power of 
the Percies was shattered forever, and 
their great captain was a corpse. At 
the hoisting of the nr'al standard at 
Nottingham in the month of August 
1642. some delay took place. It was 
with difficulty the standard could be 
fixed at the place selected, the ground 
being solid rock. Scarcely had this ob- 
ject been accomplished by means of 
digging into the firm stone with the 
daggers and halberd points of the sol- 
diers when a fierce gust of wind, 
sweeping with a wild moan across the 
face of the hill, laid prostrate the em- 
blem of sovereignty. 
Many persons 


regarded this accident as a presage of 
evil, and the lowering sky of evening 
sympathized with the general melan- 
choly that lay on men's spirits as. any 
further attempt being abandoned, the 
standard was borne back into the cas- 
tle in silence.

It is not known 
whether it was the emperor himself or 
one of his suit, who spoke the words. 
"The next day.'' says an eyewjtuess. 
''scarcely had the emperor crossed the 
river than n (lull noise agitated the air. 
The light afterward became obscured, 
the wind rose aud the sinister rolling 
of thunder was heard. The heavens 
had a menacing aspect, and the bare, 
shelterless earth presented an appear- 
ance that rilled us with sadness, Some 
of those who but a short time before 
were inspired with enthusiasm were 
nr>w shake:1, with fear, as if they re- 
carded these cirem:. stances as of evil 
omen. They believed that ilie<e Scry 
clouds, which were gathered together 
over onr heads, were forbidding «">i;r en- 
trance int«i Russia." At any rate, those 
wise after t3:e event declared that they 
had portended tiio burn!n~ of Moscow.

While the Russian army was encamp- 


ed before 
Constantinople after 
the 


signing of the treaty of San Stefano 
and before the assembling of the Ber- 
lin congress great alarm was manifest- 
ed by the superstitious soldiery at a 
remarkable instance of the natural phe- 
nomenon known as the "Fata Morga- 
na." One day. looking in the direction 
of the Black sea. there appeared in the 
sky the counterfeit of 
fortifications 


which an officer who knew the place at 
once pronounced with certainty to be 
those of Sevastopol. AS this fortress 
was about 380 miles distant it was an 
extraordinary case of refraction.

HANDEL AND BACH. 


Difference In Method and Style of 


These TITO Composers. 


Life in the German states in the ear- 


ly eighteenth century was quiet and 
self contained- The dress and the cus- 
toms and habits of the people were 
formal. Men wore powdered wigs and 
short clothes: the thoughts of the peo- 
ple were not employed in a haphazard 
way. as they are now; life was not full 
of distractions: pareuts brought up 
their children in strict obedience—now- 
adays the reverse process sometimes 
obtains—everything in life was well 
ordered and particularly well concen- 
trated. There were no telegraphs, tel- 
ephones and other modern distractions. 
so that all the formal characteristics 
in the music of the period were the 
natural expression 
of the life men 


lived. 


Handel in his visit to Italy came in 


touch with opera and, seeing its pop- 
ularity and probably -with an eye to 
worldly success, entered the lists to 
compete. 
Italian opera at that time 


was a very artificial thing. Dramatic- 
truth was little cared for. and the plots 
were often absurd, but beyond this 
the domination of the singer was such 
that the arias had become merely a 
means of display for vocal agility and 
the orchestra merely a huge cruitar'for 
accompanying the singers. The most 
absurd violations of taste were per- 
mitted in these arias: pauses while the 
singer indulged in roulades, trills and 
other vocal izyumastlcs; long passages 
snug un one syllable, taking all the 
sense out of the word, making the 
-.rhoie ffl'ect "Inartistic and untrue. 


So that while Bach remained a Gor- 


man and wrote to satisfy his own 
ideals rather than tho^e of the public, 
keeping clear of all outside influences, 
particularly those of 
Italian opera. 


Handel may be said to represent b-x~> 
sides of the question. 
He uses the 


fugue freely, he continually gives evi 
clenee of h;s strict German training, 
and at the same tiaio he adopts and 
even assimilates 
the Italian style.
